German competition, has never made 
its debut in the automobile industry. 


Mass production, even for small 


cars, is unknown. Compared 
with 


American methods, one can truly saj 
that German cars are hand-made 
if 


you want an automobile in German; 
you are limited to German makes, for 
the Government forbids importation 
of either cars or tires. 


You first decide what engine you 


want. Toil can order it from the fac- 
tory, Benz and Mercedes have no 
standard prices. There are probably 
forty to fifty automobile dealers in 
Berlin selling the Benz car. 
Prices 


depend on ttie contract the dealer 
made with the Benz. or Mercedes 
companies. If he has an early con- 
tract, made before tha mark deprec- 
iated to its present level, he'can sell 
yon a chassis, with engine, 25 pe- 
cent cheaper than his competitors, or 
even the factory itself. 


After you have the chassis you go 


to a car architect and have him de- 
sign the body for you. He may have 
ialf a dozen stock body designs, 
it 


there will be no bodies on hand. It 
must be built, which means a delay 
of six weeks to three months. 


If you want ajself-starter and elec- 


tric lights you go to a third chop, 


where accessories are sold, and pick 
out your starter and electric lights. 
There isn't a single German, manu- 
facturer who haa reached toe point 
of including starter and electric light 
as standard equipment for his car. 


The chauffeur habit is responsible 


for the absence of the starter. Even 
the curious little tricycle automobiles 
running around the Berlin streets ure 
driven by their uniformed 
chauf- 


feurs. A starter and electric light 
costs between 16,000 and 20.0W 
marks, which means about J300 in 
American money. 


A chauffeur earns about 20,000 


marks a year. Consequently 
the 


most expensive and super-luxurious 
limousines require the driver to get 
out and turn it over before be can 
start it. 


If you are amazed at the laok ot 


system in the prices of the chassis 
you'll be more astonished at the dif- 
ferences in tire prices. 
You must 


make the rounds of the tire stores 
and carefully get their bifis on tires 
for your ear. There wiU be varia- 
tions of 20 to 30 per cent. This is 
traceable to the fact that, altho^ Ger- 
many forbids the importation ot for- 
eign tires, the tires you will probably 
buy were smuggled in thru the sone 
occupied by the Allied armies ot oc- 
cupation. 


Germany's cheapest automobile, by 


the time it has been outfitted with 
tires, 
with acetyline lamps, 
costs 


more than one thousand dollars, at i 


the present exchange. A trip in a 
car tit this type reminds >ou rao-c of 
a motorcycle sidecar than an automo- 
bile. Geraany's best makes, of in- 
ternational reputation, however are 
cheaper than the equivalent Ameri- 
can cars. At prices ranging between 
52L5QO and $4.000 >ou can get

Benz or Mercedes limousine in Ger- 
many with a body which, in luxury, 
leaves nothing to be desired

But even these latter cars require 


that you shop carefully, picking your 
chassis, body, starter, lights and tires 
carefully at the dealers who have the 
lowest prices. Car connoisseurs are 
willing to pay faucy prices for 
the 


names of cars which the world's 
greatest racers have made famous, 
and the Entente export duty of 26 
per cent does not necessarily mean 
the throttling of their businesses. 


But the lesser luminaries of auto- 


mobile manufacture are already in 
difficulties, 
heavily 
o\ erstocked. 


Their medium-priced cars are rela- 
tively out of proportion to their big' - 
er-priced competitors. 
»5aay of the 


German automobile industries are 
outgrowths of sewing machine fa*, 
tories or typewriter companies If 
the Adler Company cannot sell its 
Adler automobile it will keep its 
company afloat by its sewing 
ma- 


chine and typewriter sales, which al- 
so bear the name Adler.

Wages of automobile labor in uer-

FOURTH GROWING MORE SANE 


/COMPILATION of figures shows that the 
V-> United States has just passed the most 
sane 4th of July in many a year—from the 
standpoint of number of fatal accidents, The 
campaign that has been waged for some years, 
in behalf of a safe and sane 4th of July observ- 
ance is bringing its good results, but there is 
still room for improvement. 


The record shows that while fireworks and 


firearms took their toll for death on the latest 
occasion of the recurrence of the national holi- 
day, by far the greater number of fatalities 
was due to drownings and automobile acci- 
dents. America accepts it as a settled fact 
that there will be an unusual number of deaths 
and accidents on the Fourth—and the expect- 
ed always happens. 


Toll of death taken daily by auto and rail 


accidents has served to render more callous 
the state of the public mind. In fact, so hard- 
ened have we become that it requires some- 
thing near a catastrophe or a holocaust to ex- 
cite more than passing interest. We see the 
results of carelessness, paying its dividend in 
death, or read about similar cases elsewhere 
and then go right along being careless until it 
happens again. 


For the most part the admonition "safety 


first" is accepted as meaning something and 
intended for themselves as well as others. But 
quite too many never associate danger with 
themselves. 
"Usually it is these who pay the 


penalty for their failure to heed the warning to 
"stop, look and listen" at a railroad crossing, 
•where death lurks day and night. They are 
shocked by fatalities occurring all about them, 
everywhere—but they go right along being 
careless until it comes to them. 


It is a hopeful sign of the times that there 


are less fatalities on each succeeding 4th of 
July. It is an indication that the people gen- 
erally are coming to realize that caution is a 
word that means something; that safety is for 
those who seek it. Courting danger is fool- 
hardy. In the end the victim of such foolish- 
ness usually pays.

HAYWOOD COMING BACK 


S 


IMULTANEOUS with the announcement 


that the American SocialiaL organization 


voted down the radical element and decided 
decisively that the "dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat" has no part in the progress of American 
Socialism, the fact was heralded that "Big Bill" 
Haywood, who jumped bail and •scurried off to 
Russia, is about to return to the land of his na- 
tivity and accept the brand of justice that will 
be meted out to him, deserved as a fomenter of 
trouble and as an arch plotter. 


For the very reason that Haywood is de- 


serting Russia, American Socialists voted 
down the radicals and decided they would have 
none of the Russian stuff. Bill is due to ar- 
rive here August 1st. He has very likely been 
fed up on the state of affairs in and about Mos- 
cow. Perhaps Haywood has had the experi- 
ence of going hungry, the same as have thou- 
sands upon thousands in Russia. 
He prob- 


ably realizes that freedom in Russia is worse 
than imprisonment in America. 


Upon his return he faces a 20 year term in 


the federal prison, the result of a flagrant dis- 
regard of the laws of the nation that harbored 
him. It is quite likely that his journey to Leav- 
enworth will start soon after he lands, As an 
I. W. W. and an agitator, Haywood went the 
limit. There is no good reason why he should 
not pay. He does not deserve favor from the 
government. He flaunted in the face of Amer- 
ica his preference for Sovietism, but seeing it 
as it really exists, Haywood is glad to get away 
from it, even, as many who were deported dur- 
ing and after the war, would be mighty glad 
now to have the opportunity to return. 


His determination to come back is volun- 


tary. Nobody wished it. He may have a sin- 
ister purpose in view, but America will be well 


able to take care of him If that is his plan. It 
is needless to recite here the reasons for the 
undesirability of men of the Haywood type. In 
Russia be came into his own and his own did 
not receive him. If he plans treachery, it is 
more than likely that Haywood will spend the 
remainder of his days in prison, where in any 
event he rightly belongs until such time as he 
affords good and sufficient evidence that he 
has become a regenerated citizen. 


PERSHING'S ATTAINMENT 
"P HERB'S a new Chief of Staff of the Jnited 
* 
States army. General John J. Pershing, 


commander of the American forces in Europe 
in the world war, has been chosen for that im- 
portant post and has assumed his duties. It is 
now up to General Pershirjg to recruit the re- 
serve strength of the army and put the Ameri- 
can war machinery in the best official working 
order. There is no doubt but that he can and 
will do it. 
^ 


It is generally accepted that war will con- 


tinue a possibility, to a greater or less degree, 
since no decisive steps are being taken toward 
disarmament, hence the necessity for nations 
to keep themselves in readiness for warfare, 
to some extent at least, remains an undisputed 
fact. When the nations of the earth finally 
come to their senses, if ever, vast expenditures 
for maintenance of great armies and the pur- 
chase of implements of war, will be greatly re- 
duced, if not altogether eliminated. When it 
is considered that the United States pays more 
for army and navy upkeep and for providing 
for the possibility of war, than it pays for any- 
thing else, the total amounts to an almost un- 
believable figure. 


But since we are still plodding along in 


the same old way, the military burden must 
continue to be borne. It is just as well that 
General Pershing, as any other, direct the work 
of maintenance of the military machine. He 
is a practical soldier, whose experience has 
been attained by hard work and hard knocks. 
He now has more authority than has ever be- 
fore been exercised by any army officer in time 
of peace. 


In ihe world war he was the associate and 


counselor of Marshal Foch and Sir Douglas 
Ilaig.

ARSON RECORD FOR A YEAR

IGURES loosed by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters give rise to justification 


for the belief that we are a nation of incendi- 
aries, broadly speaking. The record for 1920 
appears to justify such a sentiment. 


For many years past the nation's fire 


losses have been large, compared with those 
of other countries, but the record during 1920 
is so uniquely enormous as to suggest whole- 
sale arson. 


According to the figures of the fire under- 


writers, the losses last year were $500,000,000, 
nearly $5 per capita and is 85 per cent more 
than during the preceding year. Also,,it is 121 
per cent more than the average for the pre- 
ceding 10 years. 


It is pearly 72 per cent more than the fig- 


ures for any former year, save only 1906, the 
year of the San Francisco fire,

HOW OLD IS 


A mother makes this inquiry; 
"At what age would you recom- 


mend telling boys the story of life? 
My son is just nine and I have al- 
ready told him the etory of how h« 
came as a little baby to m"e, bat it 
stilt runs in his mind that storka 
bring babies, and I want to tell hltn 
the truth Instead of leaving him to 
pick up distorted information from 
older boys who would perhaps tell 
him in an undesirable way. Older 
women tell me it is nonsense to pat 
such ideas in a boy's head, but he is 
going to learn some time, and I want 
him to understand in a way that will 
always make him think of mptaer- 
hood as sacred and the power of hu- 
'man reproduction aa a gift, from 
God."

The older women have the wrong 


notion. It is their fallacious reason- 
ing that maintains the myth of tlia 
stork, a myth employed in a cruel 
way of thoughtless or duty-shirking 
parents. If it isn't the duty of par- 
ents to teach their own children the 
truth about human reproduction 
then all this grand talk about the 
"sacredness" of such things is insin- 
cere. The stork is an alibi that no 
good parent can longer afford to use. 


According to careful investigations 


made by responsible Public Health 
Service authorities, the average age 
at which boys pick up their 4!rst sex- 
ual information—usually tainted ;a- 
formation—outside of the home is 
nine years, whereas the average at 
which they receive instruction on the 
subject from or by direction of their 
parents is fifteen years. Far 
from 


being nonsense to tell children the 
truth, to teach them God's way, it is 
an injustice to tell them the stork 
myth or any other about such a sa- 
cre<l matter. 


Don' wait until the children are 


nine, or twelve, or eighteen to teach 
them truth. Begin the moment they 
ask questions or show curiosity. That 
is the only good and fair way. That 
is the way that has proved best. 


It is difficult. Of course it is diffi- 


' cult, especially for parents who have 
used the sorry alibi so long or tor 
those who have discouraged children 
by hinting that such questions are in 
any way improper or indelicate for 
parents to hear. But there are many 
good books that help parents, and 
others that may be given to boys or 
girls to read. I wish I had room to 
tell 
more about such hooks here,
